tian commander in Harrar, who in- 
stantly .seized the sultan, his nobles, and 
a number of Galla chieftains who were 
staying with him, and had them be- 
headed in the presence of the informer, 
whose vcngcauccmust have been com- 
plete enough to satisfy him, since no 
fewer than a hundred heads were stiuek 
ofl on lhc-9ccas on.
